A MORAL LAW FOR NATIONS 
Religious Consultative Bodies’ Statement © 


A statement of moral principles on 
which it is considered international 
law must be based has been issued in 
London by the Religious Bodies’ Con- 
Sullative Committee, to which Jewish 
as well as Christian representatives of 
the main denominations are appointed. 

The preamble to the statement sets 
out the purpose of the Committee, 
which is to promote consultation and 
co-operation in the field of inter- 
national. affairs. 

The statement, it says, has been pre- 
pared in the hope that it will stimulate 
discussion and thus be a contribution to 
‘a Situation of great importance and 
urgency.” The authorities of the various 
bodies have not been asked to endorse 
the statement, as the signatories speak 
only in their own names. The Jewish: 
signatones are Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, 
Communal Rav of Manchester; the Rev. 
I. Livingstone, Minister of Golders Green 
Synagogue; and Rabbi L. f. Edgar. 
Minister of the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue, St. John’s Wood. 

The statement is as follows: 

_ Ifa peaceful world is to be established 
it 1S vital that a system of international 
law should be created, recognised, and 
respected by all nations and also be 
adequately supported and enforced. 


Repel Aggressor 


Such a system can. only. be created. if 
the greater part of mankind can be per- 
Suaded to recognise a fundamental moral 
law which cannot. be disobeyed with 


impunity. This law is the standard by 
Which all human conduct must be 
judged, 


The moral law in the hearts of men 

affirms the sacredness of human person- 
ality and the interdependence of all 
human beings, respect for truth, and the 
obligation of the plighted word. 
_ In history this concept has been rooted 
in the belief that man is the creation of 
one Supreme Power, the Author and 
Judge of his being. Thus mankind has a 
fundamental unity and there is a natural 
society of nations. 

his natural society of nations, based 
on the law of neighbourhood, requires 
that nations, so far as they have the 
power, should combine to prevent or to 
repel attacks Upon an innocent victim; 


an injury to one is an injury to. all. 
This is especially the case when the 
aggressor represents a universal danger, 
because he rejects. the moral obligations 
of international society. 

On this voluntary basis a system of 
international order should be built up 
that will ensure that physical force will 
only be used between nations in the ser- 
vice:of the whole community of nations, 
When such an order has been estab- 
lished, it should be possible: to. deal 
adequately with the economic, national, 
and racial. problems that. press for 
solution. 

It would be natural that this system 
should be given positive form and a legal 
status (as has been attempted in the 
League of Nations and United Nations). 
Circumstances would. determine whether 
such an organisation is to be universal 
or whether it must be partial, like the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organisation. The 
determining condition would be the 
acceptance of a moral basis such as 1s 
outlined above. There would be no 
place for a State the Government of 
which rejects any objective moral stan- 
dard and the principle of fraternity. 


Neutrality Excluded 


The organised Society of Nations must 
be strong enough to deter or suppress 
any breach of the peace. Action taken 
by such a Society of Nations in the 
defence of order is not rightly called war, 
but police action. Neutrality in relation 
to the bandit should be as much excluded 
in the international as in the national 
sphere. Neutrality is a denial of fraternity. 

Until such an organised Society. of 
Nations exists, States will retain their 
national forces, but on the understanding 
that they will only be used defensively 
against unprovoked aggression whether 
against themselves or any other victim. 

International order demands a clear 
recognition of the basic moral principles 
of justice, good faith, mutual benevo- 
lence, the respect of human persons, and 
the belief in God. | 

Only in so far as Governments accept 
and people support these principles 1s 
there any hope of that effective organisa- 
tion of international society which is the 
essential basis of peace. To secure this

the responsibility of all who share the 
faith expressed in this statement.

There were frequent 
dashes towards his compartment and the 
police had to restrain the enthusiastic 
Chassidim. As the train began to move, 
with the Rebbe. still standing at. the 
window. smiling and talking, there was a 
tremendous outburst. of ‘singing and 
shouting, and the Chassidim the 
length of the platform to bid a last fare- 
well to their Rebbe.

PRINCIPLE OF DUALITY

HIS week's Haftara continues 
the message of comfort and 
consolation to Israel, con- 
tained in the chapters from. the 
Book of Isaiah selected as prophetic 
readings for the last seven weeks 
of the Jewish year. Their Leitmotif 
is expressed in the Haftara for 
Sabbath Nachamu: “Comfort ye, 


_comfort ye my people, saith your 


God” (xl, 1). 

The rabbis of the Midrash call 
attention to the frequent occurrence 
In these passages of repetitive words 
which the prophet is: fond of 

when. addressing the 
Divine message to the people. 
They refuse ta accept this recur- 
rence of words as mere consonance 
or euphony, a mere literary phras- 
ing. They would rather see in ita 
stylistic device fo impress a truth 
which would link up with the idea 
explicitly stated by the prophet that 
Israel “ hath received of the Lord’s 


hand double for all her sins.” 


“Why double they ask. 
answer jn a cryptic dictum. Israel,” 
they sav. “-has -sinned doubly: the 
people were consequently smitten 
doubly .. furthermore, at the time of 
messianic salvation the redemption 
will eqttally be a double one.” 


[N its. characteristic manner the 

Midrash endeavours here ‘to restate 
a profound thought of the rabbis en 
the nature and destiny of the Jewish 
people: the dual character of the Jew. 
The Jewish people, by. virtue of its 
historic election to be the bearers cf 
the Divine message to mankind, par- 
takes, as it were, of a dual nature, As 
a part of mankind, a nation among. 
other nations, it is, of course, subject 
to all the natural and historic forces 
that go to mould and shape the des- 
tinies of peoples. But Israel is also

“a people apart,” am segula,: divinely 
selected, and as such it stands in a

special relationship to the Divine 
Throne. This election of  Israe 
carries. with it special duties and 


responsibilities to God and to man; 
it also vouchsafes to the people special 
Divine protection. 


This dual significance of Jewish 
existence imposes upon all the acts 
and experiences of the Jew a dual 


characte! 


“The Jew 1s. like every 
one else 


only more so,” 1s perhaps a 
modern rendering of that ancient 
thought. But for the rabbis it carried 
much deeper significance, The Jew, 
for them, has constantly to fee! that 
he lives, as it were, IN. two Wor ds at 


the same time: the human and the 
Divine. [he consequences of his 
deeds and actrons are felt not only 


on this earth. in-fis own life and that 
of his people, but they determine, in 

mvystic sense, Divine destiny. Every

to their collection. I am obliged to 
Mr. Charles Andrew Gladstone, of 
Hawarden Castle, the holder of the 
copyright, for permission to print this 
letter in THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 

From the correspondence between 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Hirsch, pub- 
lished in the JewisH Worip of 
December 26, 1879, it js evident that 
misunderstanding had arisen, in the 
minds of a large section of the Jewish 
community, both in London and the 
provinces, especially 
to the Liberal leader's views. 

In the Gladstone. papers: the 
British Museum there are a letter and 
a telegram dated March 23, 1880, from 
Arthur Cohen, who was at the time 
standing.as one of the Liberal candi- 
dates for. the Borough of Southwark 
(for which constituency he was 
elected), asking his leader that he 
should categorically restate his views”

PRESERVATION OF 
KASHRUT 


Chief Rabbi’s Warning 


The Chief Rabbi has sent a circular 
to. Jewish ministers in London point- 
ing out that an increasing number of 
members of the community make pur- 
chases of products which are marked, 
or suggested to be, kasher but which 
are actually without the approval, 
sanction, or supervision of the London 
Beth Din or any other recognised 
rabbinical authority in this country. 

Some of the products are imporied 
from abroad and some are prepared and 
sold in. purveying establishments 
restaurants which do not hold the licence 
of the Beth Din. 

‘It has now become a matter of great 
urgency,” states the Chief Rabbi, “ for 
an announcement to be made to the 
members of the community as. follows: 
(a) purchase your meat, poultry, and 
small goods only in such establishments, 
as are under the supervision of. the Lon- 
don Beth. by 
the London Shechita Board; (b) see that 
what you buy as kasher products, bears 
the seal of the London Beth Din.” 


PROTEST AT SERVICE 
REFORMS 


Leaflets from Manchester

Hundreds of leaflets asking for 
united action against: the scheme for 
shortening synagogue services in Man- 
chester, which was recently approved 
by the Manchester Association. of 
and Ministers, have been 
received by synagogues and organisa- 
tions in London. 

The leaflets, which were sent from 
Manchester by post without any cover- 
ing letters, are in Yiddish and in English, 
After recalling that a public protest mect- 
ing had been held in Manchester on 
July 31 “ against the reformation of ‘the 
Synagogue service formulated by the 
Communal Rabbi, Dr. A. Altmann,” the 
leaflet goes on to say: ** The danger does 
not only threaten.. Manchester but 
Qrthodoxy in the whole of the United 
Kingdom. Unless these reforms attempts 
are stamped out from the beginning they 
will endanger the very existence of tradi- 
tional Judaism in this country.” | 

The leaflets urge that messages be sent 
to the visiting Sotmarer Rebbe, Rabbi 
Joel Teitelbaum, at the Union of Ortho- 
dox Hebrew Congregations in London. 

When I spoke to officia's of the Union 
they told me that they were mystified as 
to why the Union should have been men- 
tioned. The.Union, I was assured. has 
no association whatever with the author 
of the leaflets. A letter to this effect has 
been sent to Dr. Altmann. 


DEAD SEA SCROLLS 
UNCERTAINTY 


Group Not Identified 
By a JewisH Curonicte Reporter 


- The Dead Sea Scrolls threw an 
interesting light on an obscure part 
of Jewish history, said Professor G. R. 
Driver in the second of his talks on 
the Scrolls, broadcast in the B.B.C. 
Third Programme last week. 

Discussing ,the people referred to in 
the Scrolls, Dr. Driver. described and 
compared the practices and doctrines of 
a number of sects including the Zadokites. 
who resembled the Pharisees but not the 
Sadducees, the Essenes and the Karaites. 

The puzzle, said Professor Driver. was 
how the Scrolls came to he deposited. 
The place where they were found was 
not a geniza, nor the storehouse of a 
Synagogue. The jars had. been carefully 
sealed and put where they were not 
likely to be seen for a long time. Pales- 
tine was frequently ‘invaded and Jews 
were often the victims of persecution. 
To hide the Scrolls. was act 
of common prudence, but they might be 
forgotten if the tribe were scattered 

The date of the Scrolls was far from 
certain—he put it at between the second 
and fifth centuries cE. 


REVERSION TO ASHKENAZI 
PRONUNCIATION 


Hampstead Synagogue’s Decision

BETH JACOB HOLIDAY CAMPS 
Intense Jewish Atmosphere 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


To visit the Beth Jacob Holiday 
Camps for girls—being held at the 
Rossholme School near Weston- 
super-Mare—is to be transplanted to 
an atmosphere which combines strict 
adherence to every detail of Jewish 
Law with the utmost care for the 
physical and recreational] well-being of 
the girls. 

The Beth Jacob Movement was 
formed in Cracow many years ago by 
the late Sara Schnierer with the object 
of promoting Jewish education among 
Orthodox girls. 

When I paid a visit last week-end to 
one of this year’s camps—for juniors 
aged nine to 11—I saw during the Friday 
evening service a striking example of the 
training which the girls had received. The 
girls had assemUled in, one of the halls 
which had been converted into a syna- 
gogue and had just begun to pray when 
there was terrific thunder and lightning. 
The girls, however, kept their eyes fixed 
on the siddurim and continued with the 
service as if nothing were happening. 

This intense. religious feeling has an 
almost chassidic fervour. For example, 
the telephone is not used throughout 


Shabbat: electric lights are not switched 


on: or off. except in cases of extreme 
emergency: and soap must not be used 
except in liquid form, because, say the 
camp leaders, one must not dissolve on 
Shabbat something that is. solid into 
liquid. 

Happy, Not Sombre 


It must not be assumed, however, from 
all this, that the camps are sombre affairs. 
Qn the contrary, I found that the girls 


were very happy and their only regret. 


was that they would shortly have to 
leave. 

The camps are being held at “ Ross- 
holme,” a recognised girls preparatory 
school, situated in beautiful gardens and 
grounds, with its own playing fields and 
tennis courts. The school stands at the 
foot of a hill—Brent Knoll—and is sur- 
rounded by lovely countryside. 

Altogether there are three groups: one 
for the juniors, whose camp I visited, 
who left on Monday after fortmght’s 
stay: another. for the intermediates, aged 
12 to 16. who moved in on that day; and 
the third for the seniors, over 16, who 
will spend week-end here on 
August 29. These three groups consist 
of over 120 girls, 44 in the junior group, 
44 in the intermediate, and the rest in 
the senior group. 

“Our aim is to create an simtimate, 
family atmosphere among the children 
and the staff,” Miss Judith Sternbuch, 
Hon. Organiser of the camps, told me, 
‘We set ourselves not only to provide the 
girls with a healthy and happy holiday 
in beautiful surroundings. but with a true 
Torah atmosphere, that. when. they 


-attain womanhood they will carry on the 


traditions of real  Yiddishkeit.”’ 


Religious Observances 
In this aim the organisers of these 
camps have certainly succeeded. I noticed 
how naturally and spontaneously the girls 


carried out the many Shabbat. obser- 
vances. Before meals there was 
ceremonial washing of hands. and 


afterwards Grace was recited. This was 
followed by questions on the Jewish reli- 
gion and on the Bible: The programme 
includes P.T., outings and excursions, 
talks on ‘Jewish religion and_ history, 
competitions and prizes for tidiness, 
fancy dress and acting, and sports; and a

MOVE TO COMPENSATE VICTIMS OF NAZISM 


From a Correspondent—BONN 


The Social Democrats in Western 
Germany have submitted a Bill to the 
Bundestag providing for reparations 
and compensation for victims of 
Nazism. 

Entitled the “ Bill for the Recognition 
‘of the German Resistance and for the 
Reparation of Nazi Injustice the 
measure would create a legal claim for 
former political, racial, and religious per- 
secutees and.would enlarge the circle of 
persons eligible to submit claims, 

The Bill provides for pensions for 
widows or widowers, and orphans and 
parents of victims of the Nazi regime if 
the latter would have been eligible for 
maintenance by the deceased. Persecutees 
who suffered injury to their health owing 
to Nazi measures would be granted 
adequate benefits. The Bill proposes 
compensation of 150 Deutschemarks for 
each month under arrest. 


The return of available assets would be 
continued in accordance with the Resti- 
tution of Property Laws now in force. 
It would also provide for compensation 
for such assets as cannot be traced. 
Compensation would be granted also to 
those who, as a result of Nazi measures. 
suffered loss of income or who were 
barred from exercising their chosen pro- 
fession. 

In submitting the Bill, the Social 
Democrats said that though the financial 
Situation of the Federal Republic might 
not permit the immediate satisfaction of 
the restitution claims, the will for making 
amends should be expressed by imme- 
diate and adequate partial payments. If 
the Federal Finance Minister was pre- 
pared to make 850,000,000 Deutschemas ks 
available monthly for the German defence 
contribution, then funds must be found 
to fulfil the obligations which the

Flowers banked high at «the 
grave included wreaths from’ German 
trade’ umons,: the Socialist Party, and 
American Jewish rebef organisations. 

A!l Jewish shops in Munich closed for 


the funeral. Earlier, thousands of people, 
Jews and non-Jews alike, had filed past 
Mr. Auerbach's coffin in the synagogue, 
the glass doors being broken by the crush 
of mourners. 

Tributes to Mr. Auerbach have come 
from many German leaders; Dr. Kurt 
Schumacher, the leader of the Social 
Democratic Party (who himself has 
since died), said in a_ telegram to 
Mrs. Auerbach that her husband’s name 
would always be held in “ honourable 
memory.” He praised Mr. Auerbach for 
his constant readiness to help fellow 
victims of Nazi persecution and said the 
court's verdict did not appear to be justi- 
fied. Both Dr. Schumacher and Mr. Auer- 
bach spent several years in Nazi con- 
cenmtrauion camps.] 

Dr. H. Woernner, spokesman for the 
West German Trade Union Federation, 
which has 6,000,000 members, praised Mr. 
Auerbach’s “heroic struggle” to lessen the 
guilt of the German people by proper and 
effective restitution. His death, said Dr. 
Woernner, laid a grave responsibility on 
the German pcople. 

According to the Bavarian authorities, 
Mr. Auerbach died through taking an 
overdose of sleeping tablets. He slept all 
through Friday. When the suspicions of 
the doctors were aroused it was too late 
to take effective counter-measures. A post- 
mortem showed that Mr. Auerbach’s ill- 
ness——he suffered from kidney trouble— 
was incurable. 

In farewell letters to his wife and to the 
public. Mr. Auerbach maintained that he 
was innocent. 

They said: “1 have decided to kill my- 


self not for reasons of cowardice and not

GERMAN PRESS REACTION

MUNICH 
Practically the entire German press 
has given considerable space to the 
Auerbach affair, and both the result 
of the trial and Mr. Auerbach’s death 
have been widely commented upon. 
Most German papers are of the 
Opinion that, although Auerbach was 


guilty in a legal sense, he should have 


been treated more leniently if the 
principles of what they term “the 
higher justice” had been applied to 
his case. 

The non-partisan paper, Die WELT, 
of Hamburg, spoke, in an editorial after 
the verdict, of the “ invisible defendant ” 
—the post-war situation in Germany. 


In the

At a press conference here on Tuesday, 
Dr. Klibansky expressed the hope that 
Mr. Auerbach’s death would lead to better 
understanding between Jews and Ger- 
mans. At the same time, Mr. Weinberger 
has expressed the view that the authorities 
Should be asked to order a retrial so that 
Mr. Auerbach’s name could be cleared. 

The Auerbach trial, the most sensational 
prosecution for fraud in Western Germany 
since the war, ended after a hearing lasting 
over four months. In addition to the sen- 
tence imposed on-Mr. Auerbach. Dr. 
Aaron QOhrenstein, the Chief Rabbi of 
Bavaria, was sentenced to 12 months’ 
imprisonment and fined 10,000 marks 
(about £800) for complicity in fraud, He 
was found guilty of being connected with 
the certification of 111 restituuon claims 
which proved to be forgeries.

was not surprising that soine Jews could 
not. adjust themselves to the new situa- 
tion. One Jew. remarked in a letter to 
this paper, * after all that has been done 
to us we are still expected to be honest.’ 
The Munich trial was for Germans a kind 
of test case, to see whether Germany had 
got over its antisemitism. But it was 
tragic that the trial took place at all and 
that it should have come to this end.” 

Declaring that Auerbach was sentenced 
‘only for trifles,” the FRANKFURTER 
RUNDSCHAU said that prominent Jews in 
Germany described the judgment as 


“very severe and unjustified in view of. 


the evidence produced. The sentence 

imposed on Rabbi Ohrenstein, however, 

is considered to have been too mild.” 
The SUDDEUTSCHE ZEITUNG, non- 


partisan paper published in Munich, said. 


that the trial should have been avoided 
and that it should have been remembered 
that the world outside had not yet for- 
gotten about Auschwitz and Belsen. 


The FRANKFURTER NEUEPRESSE, another | 


non-partisan paper, maintained that “ all 
the major accusations against Auerbach 
were proved untrue ... the court should 
have been far more lenient and taken into

account mitigating circumstances. The 
defendants came from an anarchy of 
horror into a world which was only at 
the start of a new order. In their finan-

The comments on Auerbach’s suicide 
are many and varied, but they are all 
written in a sympathetic vein, the press 
obviously having: been stirred, as many 
Germans must

the papers is the Neve ZEITUNG which, 
in an editorial, describes the suicide as 
a truly tragic event, “ stirring for all who 
understand the complications and hostili- 
ties in human life. No one who has 
followed Auerbach’s fate, the unheard-of 
extent of his sufferings in exile and 
in Hitler's conceniration camps, his 
undoubtedly successful post-war efforts in 
the interests of the persecuted, and, sub- 
sequently the intensive defamatory cam- 
paign which accompanied his downfall, 
can react to the news of his suicide other 
than with anger. But beyond that we 
must put the question of moral responsi- 
bility. | 
“ Despair of Justice ” 

‘* The cause of his suicide,” the paper 
added, ‘‘ was obviously the deep despair 
of earthly justice and his lack of vigour 
to go on fighting for the revision of his 
sentence, In an absurdly exaggerated 
manner people have tried to besmirch 
him as a ‘ thief and a notorious criminal.’ 
Those who assisted in this public cam- 
paign should now stand before the 
tribunals of their own consciences. No 
doubt public opinion in Germany and 
abroad will call them to account.” 

The paper went on to say: “ It may 
be predicted that people the world over 
will concern themselves with this man, 
who, as was stated and acknowledged in 
court, was once the driving power behind 
restitution in Bavaria.” It expressed the 
hope that the Auerbach case was not yet 
finished and that the committee set up to 
examine conditions at the Restitution 
Office would now redouble its efforts to 
clear up the political and personal com- 
plications which formed the background 
to’ the Auerbach tragedy. Very much, 
if not everything,.has yet to be cleared 
up in this case . . . and not only for the 
sake of the dead,’ the paper concludes. 


TRAINING SHIP VISITS

TRAGEDY IN MUNICH 


AFTER nearly 20 months the Auerbach trial 
in Munich has drawn to a close, and it 1s 
impossible not to be moved by its tragic 
climax. The bare facts of the case have 
been dutifully recorded in this newspaper 
and in a few other journals for. all who are 
interested to read. The sordid and corrupt 
conditions which are a legacy of the Nazi 
war and the chaos of the immediate post- 
war years have been disclosed to public view. 

Whether AUERBACH himself was a hero or 
the victim of malign circumstances will 
no doubt remain a matter of opinien. 
De mortuis nil nisi bonum-—of the dead say 
nothing unless it is good—is a sound precept 
in the present circumstances, but it cannot 
be overlooked that the trial showed clearly 
that grave irregularities had taken place 
while AUERBACH—who genuinely tried to 
help his fellow-men-—-was in control of the 
Bavarian State Restitution Office. The claim 
that this was another Dreyfus trial will not, 
No evidence exists 
to show that it was arranged from motives 
of antisemitism. What has been called in 
question, and quite rightly, has been the 
manner in which AUERBACH was brought to 
trial. | 

It was a shameful thing that he should 
have been held in detention for 14 months 
before being brought before the court. But 
it is nossible that the trial would never have 
been staged if it» had. not been for. the 
personal quarrel between.-AUERBACH and the 
then Bavarian Minister of Justice, JOSEF 
MUELLER, who was forced to resign his post. 
after it had been disclosed 
received moneys from ARON OHRENSTEIN, 
who had been made Chief Rabbi of Bavaria 
by AUERBACH and now found himself in the 
dock with him. Sordid intrigues as well as 
corruption have plaved their part in this 
affair, and the Bavarian Government must 
also bear:the responsibility for the fact, 
which leaves a nasty taste in the mouth, that 
the president of the court which tried 
AUFRBACH and OHRENSTEIN, both of them 
victims of HITLER, was a former member of 
the Nazi party. 

Nor 18 it easy to exonerate entirely the 
various Allied organisations working ‘in 
Bavaria. Not only do they appear to have 


failed to notice that irregularities were 
taking place, but when, two years ago, 
AUERBACH was arrested and office 


searched by the Bavarian authorities, it 
would have been infinitely wiser if they had 
insisted .(as they were entitled to do) 
that the matter should be investigated and 
It should have 
been obvious to all concerned that the dis- 
closures in open court would be bound to 
have most undesirable. repercussions. on 
German-Jewish relations: throughout’ the 
country at.a time when the danger of. neo 


Nazism was only too ‘obvious. 


In this connection, the trial and convic- 
tion of Rabbit’ OHRENSTEIN have created 
a most painful impression. It has at. last 
become apparent that the man who. has 
acted for the past six vears as spiritual head, 
first of Munich and later of Bavarian Jewry, 
was one whose ‘tarnished character brought 
dishonour upon his sacred office. In the 
chaos which followed the Nazi. defeat 
hundreds of thousands of D.P.s streamed 
through Munich. A few thousand stayed 
and, together with a handful of 
German Jews, formed the new community 
and misguidedly chose OHRENSTEIN as their 
religious leader. He has been obliged to 
suspend his communal activities, and an 
opportunity presents itself to appoint a suc- 
cessor who is worthy of the post. Now is 
the tme for British and American Jews to 
use their good offices in concerting a plan 
for rehabilitating the unfortunate com- 
munity. PHitipp AUERBACH will not have 
died in vain if his trial and death open a 
new era tor Munich Jewry, which had such 
a splendid record in pre-Nazi days.

It does not portray the KING'S 
private life, but deliberately confines itself 
to describing his public life in relation to 
political events with which he was directly 
concerned. Yet no reader can fail to appre- 
ciate that it was the KING'S personal 


‘integrity of character, based upon a deep 


religious faith, which furnished the secret of 
his great and beneficent influence upon the 
development of public affairs during years 
of continuous crisis in peace and war. As 
his biographer records, his subjects rightly 
honoured him for the selfless practice of 
what they regarded as essentially British 
ideals—faith, duty, honesty, courage, com- 
mon sense, tolerance, decency, and truth. To 
take but two examples. Upon his accession 
in 1910, he insisted upon a revised Declara- 
tion, so as not to wound the religious 
susceptibilities of any section of his subjects. 


Again, towards the end of his reign, he 


realised the Nazi menace before most others 
and uttered an outspoken warning to 
HITLER'S ambassador. In several constitu- 
tional developments of historic importance, 
he was brought into close contact. with 
political leaders who belonged to the Jewish 
community: notably, with EDWIN MONTAGU 
regarding India; with Sir Isaac’ ISAACS 
regarding Australia; and with the first 


. MARQUIS OF READING and Viscount SAMUEL 


on many issues. Viscount SAMUEL-—-who 
now shares with Mr. CHURCHILL the 


“ melancholy distinction ” of being the only 
survivors Of KING GEORGE V’s first Cabinet 


-—figures prominently in this book, and he 


has paid fine public tribute to the splendid 
manner in which GeorGeE V fulfilled the 
onerous responsibilities imposed upon a 
Constitutional Monarch, Not long before his 
death, the KING experienced intense pleasure 
from the popular welcome he received during 
a drive through the East End of London in 
the course of the Siiver Jubilee celebrations 
of May, 1935. He was. particularly happy 
to. be thus acclaimed on that memorable 
occasion, when thousands of his Jewish and 
non-Jewish subjects thronged the streets of 
Whitechapel to honour a beloved Sovereign.

CHILDREN 


Miss Anna Freud’s Report 


From a Correspondent 


A report on her prolonged investiga- 
tions into the effects of war on chiid- 
ren, particularly those brought up in 
German concentration camps, was 
given by Miss Anna Freud, a daughter 
of the late Sigmund Freud, at a three- 
week seminar on mental health and 
infant development, arranged recently 
at Chichester by the World Federation 
of Mental Health. 

The war, said Miss Freud, had pro- 
vided an enormous involuntary experi- 
ment in the psychology of the child. 
rincipally - through. forced separation 
hich. even in very young children, had 
ad a-profound psychological effect. often 
anifested in bodily form. 

Infants bereft of their mothers had 
eveloped colds, intestinal disturbances, 
nd other manifestations which, Miss 
‘reud contended. were psychological in 
Seongin. Older children had undergone 
retrogression in development, and some 
ewho had already learnt to walk or speak 
mhad ceased to do so. Among orphans 
mrom Auschwitz concentration camp, Miss 
mrreud observed that the affection 
moormally felt for the parents had been 
ransfefred to other children in similar 
urroundings. 
In conclusion, Miss Freud. who is 
Bconnected with the Child Study Centre 
London, emphasised the cruelty, 
shorisightedness and hardship of separat- 
ang brothers and sisters of different ages

MR. D. PINKAS BURIED 
IN TEL AVIV

Tet AVIV 

The remains of Mr. David Zvi 
Pinkas, the former Israeli Minister of 
Communications, were buried last 
Friday in the old Jewish Cemetery. here 


in a grave adjoining that of his 
parents. 
The body, which had been brought 


from Jerusalem, lay in state during. the 
night in the old Knesset butlding here. 
It was met on arrival by Mr. Moshe 
Sharett, the Israeli Foreign’ Minister, 
Mr. Israel Rokach, the. Mayor of. Tel 
Aviv, members of the Municipality, and 
a vast concourse of people. Deiach- 
ments. of the armed services. mounted 
guard over the coffin as thousands of the 
city S inhabitants filed past in tribute. 

The funeral cortege was headed by 
members of the deceased's family, and by 
the Acting President, Mr. Joseph Sprin- 
zak, the Premier, Mr, Ben-Gurion, other 
Cabinet. Ministers, and members of the 
Knesset, the Mizrachi party, and the 
Municipality. It stopped first at the Great 
Synagogue, where Rabbi I. J. Unterman 
Chief Rabbi of Tel Aviv, eulogised the 
late Munister, | 

The procession made its way. slowly 
through the city streets, passing outside 
Mr. Pinkas’s house, where his son recited 
the Kaddish. At the cemetery the Chair- 
man of the Tel Aviv Mizrachi Organisa- 
tion added his tribute to the deceased.

MR. SIEGFRIED WAGNER 


Our COPENHAGEN CORRESPONDENT 
writes: “* Fhe death occurred in. Copeén- 
hagen last week of the Danish-Jewish 
sculptor, Mr. Siegfried Wagner: He was 
born in Hamburg. of Danish-Jewish 
parents and was’ educated tn Copenhagen 
at the Technical School and the Academy. 
of Art. 

‘Among the many works of Mr. 
Wagner is * The Lute Blowers,’ in the 
City Hall Square. After the last war te 
sculptured a monument to the S50 Danish 
Jews who did not return from Theresien- 
stadt... This monument is situated at the 
Jewish Western Cemetery in Copenhagen. 

* Siegfried Wagner visited Palestine 
and the Arab countries a number of 
times. Many of his statues and groups 
are of subjects from the Old Testament. 
His wife is the sculptress, Olga Wagner.” 


DR. KURT SCHUMACHER 


Dr. Kurt Schumacher, since 1946 
Chairman of the German Social Demo- 
cratic Party, died in Bonn at the age of 
S6 on Wednesday night. He was a 
courageous opponent of the Nazis, once 
describing their programme as “an 
appeal to the inner hog in mankind.” 
In 1933 he was expelled from the 
Reichstag (to which he had been elected 
three years earlier) and arrested by the 
Gestapo. For more than ten years he 
suffered in the concentration camps of 
Ulm, Dachau, and FPlossenbruck. 

Impaired in health though not in spirit, 
Schumacher, during the post-war period, 
sought to bring home to the Germans 
the terrible tragedy which had befallen 
the Jewish people under the Nazi yoke 
and Germany's need to make moral and 
material amends. In the Bundestag im 
September, 1949, he criticised Dr. Aden- 
auer, who, in his speech, had made no 
reference to the victims of Nazism. 

“You cannot be an opponent of 
Nazism without remembering the victims 
of Nazism,” Dr. Schumacher said. “ Too 
feeble and too faint has been what the 
Government had to say about the Jews 
and the terrible tragedy of the Jews in 
the Third Reich. 

Antisemitism is ignorance of the 
great contributions made by German 
Jews to German spiritual life, to German 
economy, to German civilisation, as well 
as in the struggle for German liberty and 
German democracy.” 


Bavarian 


PHILIPP AUERBACH 


Head of Bavarian 
Restitution Office 


Mr. Philipp Auerbach, whose death 
in tragic circumstances 18 reported on 
page. 1 of this issue, was, anti his 
dismissal in March,.1951, head of the 
Bavarian State Restitution Office. He 
was also a leader of the Bavarian 
Jewish Community. 

He was born in Hamburg in 1906 and 
was a scientific mventor by protession. 
With the advent of the Nazis to power 
he fled to Belgium, and was arrested 
hy the Germans when they occupied the 
country. He was sent to a concentration 
camp in France before being transferred 
to Auschwitz and later to Buchenwald. 

After the war he travelled to a number 
of countries to enlist support for Jews 
in the camps. In 1948. he. was 
appointed head of the Department for 
the Care of the Political, Religious, and 
Racial Persecutees in Dusseldorf. At the 
end of the year he was suspended from 
this post by order of the British Mibtary 
Government after representations by the 
German authonties. No reason was given 
at the time. 

In 1946 Mr. Auerbach was appointed 
by the Bavarian Minister of the Interior, 
Bavarian Commissioner for Racial, Politi-

Courage of Early 
Settlers 


To the Editor of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 
From Dr, ALFRED WIENER 


Sirn.—I was greatly interested to 
read the extracts from the late N. L. 
Adler’s memoirs (in your issue ol 
last week), which throw so vivid a 
light on the technical difficulties in 
the way of the early settlers, as well 
as on their extraordinary courage and 
power of endurance. Of course Rishon 
|-Zion was not the first colony. 
Already in 1878 Petah Tiqva had been 
founded by Jews from Jerusalem, but 
a settlement could not begin unti! 
four years later, Also, as early as 
1870 the Alliance Israélite Universelle 
had obtained permission from. the 
Sultan to establish Mikvah Israel, 
though in strictly limited grounds. 


In 1908-09, as a student, | spent. 


several -months Rishon [-Zion, 
staying at the small guest: ' house 
of S. Belkind. I distinctly remem- 
bet both Belkind brothers, whose 


names will probably for ever remain 


associated with the history of Rishon. 
Samson was of a retiring disposition. 
working the land, whereas Israel 
seemed a more lively fellow and more 
given to study, too. He founded 
an agricultural training school, Kiryat 


Sefer, which, however, did not lonz 


survive. He was not only thoroughly 
versed in Hebrew literature, but him- 
self an author, and seriously hoped to 
start work on a Hebrew encyclopedia. 

Samson had a large family. and it 
was a terrible blow to them all when 
in the First World War the eldest son 
was executed by the Turks on sus- 
picion of espionage.

Leeds Bodies Not Consulted

Sik,—The letter of Mr. Di Utica, 
published in your issue of August 15, 
is so full of contradictions that it 
hardly warrants a reply, were it not 
for the fact that few people in this 


country are familiar with the true 
position, 
The contention that the Israeli 


Government pays no heed to the plans 
suggested in Davar, its semi-officia! 
mouthpiece, falls simply because 
DavaR is the organ of the Histadrut 
and is considered semi-official only 
because of this affiliation, If Mr. Di 
Utica would examine the present con- 
ditions of the State of Israel, he would 
hardly be able to ridicule the argument 
that the Government's primary duty 
is to rehabilitate Israel economically, 
and that it cannot therefore afford to 
spend foreign currency on schemes 
not connected with this, however use- 
ful and necessary they may be. 

If Israel received “financial and 
moral assistance,” it because Israel 
provided a haven for the persecuted. 
Jews and thereby absolved Mr. Di 
Utica and others from having their 
Iraqi or Rumanian ‘brethren on their 
consciences. The Israeli Government 
is certainly not morally supported by 
Saving that “red tape and party disci- 
pline were. above everything,” particu- 
larly when such statements are entirely 
unfounded. I challenge Mr. Di Utica 
to give some examples of investment 
and other plans which came to noth- 


ing “because the Histadrut could not 


participate,” and.1, am. sure that if he 
takes some trouble over this, he will 
find that the opposite is true. —

DECORUM IN THE SYNAGOGUE 


Rules for “ Service 
Wreckers ” 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


From the Rev. 8, WOLFSON 


Sir,--The reported remarks of 
Rabbi Dr. Altmann on synagogue 
decorum and the publication of subse- 
quent correspondence on this sore 
problem prompt me to state that from 
my personal observation of the con- 
duct of worshippers there are far too 
many who, intent as they are on 
wrecking the service by thoughtless 
behaviour, do so in a verv amateurish 
manner. 

Just as there is a Shulchan Aruch 
which guides correct attitude to Divine 
service, there should be a code. of 
conduct for those who come to the 
synagogue for anything but prayer, 
and | humbly suggest the following as 
a basis for what’ may be termed 
Service Wreckers’ Guide.” 

1. Don't trouble to come before Ein 
Kamocha. 

2. Better still, come just after Ein 
Kamocha, when the chazan is taking 
the Scroll from the Ark. 

3. Don't enter modestly even at this 
late hour’; open and close the entrance 
doors with sufficient noise to let the 
congregation know you have arrived. 

4. Never proceed to your seat along 
a rear gangway. It is much easier to 
walk through a prominent front row 
even though this results in a noiss 


lowering and raising: of seats and 
bookrests. 
§. When you have finally reached 


your seat—and not. before-—-remind 
yourself that you have no prayer-book 
and go back and start all over again, 

6.. Talk to your neighbours to your 
heart's content-—but not during con- 
gregational responses: you cant be 
heard then, 

7. The best time for conversation. ts 
when the chazan is singing Pplanissinto, 

8.. During the Reading of the Law 
be sure to discuss with your neigh- 


bours-—-right. and left, in front and 
behind——-the “size of. the donations 
offered. 

9. If the Baal. Koreh pauses for 


breath, assume that he does not know 
the Neginah of the next word and 
promptly sing it for him. 

‘10. When you do so, be sure to sing 
the wrong Neginah and let him extri- 
cate himself from the muddle into 
which you have helped him. 

11, Don't keep your little boy under

12. When vour wife comes into the 
gallery, exchange greetings with heron 
the semaphore system.

You can save a good three minutes 
by starting in the middie of: Adon 
Olam and making a dash for the door, 
 There’-are other important rules 
for all would-be service -wreckers 
but strict adherence to the foregoing 
will. be sufficient if not to kill the 
service at ieast to cripple it.

CUCUMBERS 


RipGe cucumbers can be fried, stewed, 


or baked and are very good served with 
fish or meat dishes. 


To Stew. (1) Peel the cucumbers and 
boil in salted water for 5 minutes, then 
cut into quarters and remove the seeds. 
Place in a saucepan and cover with 
thickened gravy, or white sauce, flavoured 
with lemon juice. Simmer gently till 
tender—about 15 minutes, 


(2) Peel, quarter, and seed 3 or 4 
cucumbers. Melt | oz. of margarine in 
a saucepan, add 2 small sliced onions 
and 2 or 3 skinned and sliced tomatoes, 
fry gently for a few minutes keeping the 

an covered, and stirring once or twice. 

en pour in a teacupful of boiling 
water, and salt to taste, add the cucumber, 
cover and boil steadily till tender. Then 
strain off the liquid, thicken with flour, 
and stir till boiling, simmer 2 or 3 
minutes. Turn the cucumber into a hot 
dish ‘and pour the sauce over. 


To Bake. (1) Peel and dice the cucum- 
bers, Put a layer in a greased fireproof 
dish, sprinkle with lemon juice and grated 
onion. then with breadcrumbs, dot with 
margarine and repeat the layers. Bake 
in a moderate oven about SQ minutes, 
keeping it covered the first half hour. 


(2) Choose large cucumbers, peel, cut 
in halves and remove the pips. Stuff 
with any savoury filling (such as those 
suggested for capsicums in last week's 
issue), place the halves together, tie 
securely, put in a baking dish with a 


little fat, cover with a greased. paper and — 


hake in a moderately hot: oven about 
1} hours. Serve with thick brown gravy 
or a savoury sauce. 


To Fry. Use small cucumbers, peel 
them and boil in salted water for § 
minutes, then drain and dry them ina 
cloth. Cut them into four pieces length- 
ways, Roll them in seasoned flour and 
fry in. very little fat till golden brown 
on. both sides. 

These can be served with a‘border of 
fried onions.or a little sliced omion could 
he fried with the cucumber.

Four cucumbers; water, 14 pts: 
pt.: flour. 2 tablespoonfuls salt 
pepper; chopped watercress;

Kasher Meals on Aircraft > 
By “Green Flag” 


Correspondence from readers on the 
subject of the provision of kasher 
meals during aircraft flights has led 
me to study the subject in the past 
few weeks, with particular reference 
to my recent flight to Amsterdam and 
back by British European Airways. 

Both Mr. S. C. Cook, of the catering 
department of the British’ Overseas Arr- 
ways Corporation, and his “ opposite 
number” at the B.E.A., Mr. D. W. 
Marston, are anxious to meet the needs 
of Orthodox Jewish passengers and have 
often gone out of their way to make suit- 
able arrangements in difficult circum- 
stances. Nevertheless, they are working 
under a severe handicap—the absence of 
a kasher kitchen at both Heathrow and 
Northolt airports means that every kasher 


meal provided must consist of boxed 


sandwiches. This service is, at the 
moment, being rendered by E. Barnett 
and Co., Ltd., of Middlesex Street, E.1. 
The. kasher sandwiches served by the 
B.E.A. stewardess on the trp of the 
Royal Mail airliner Lord Nelson were 
delicious, although I must confess I 
could have eaten rather more of them. 
On the homeward flight in the R.M.A., 
Lord Hawke, the stewardess served me 
with a box of sandwiches, cake, and 
fruit drawn from the kasher kitchen at 


Schiphol Airport, Amsterdam, —main-

FILMS OF THE WEEK 


The Story of Will Rogers (Warner 
Theatre, Leicester Square) is another one 
of those Technicolor screen biographies 
that Warner Brothers produce with such 
warmth--and fidelity. The life of the 
entertainer, whose sole “act” was to 
yarn while spinning a cowboys rope and 
who became the confidant of the Ameri- 
can public and the mouthpiece of the 
man-in-the-street, is depicted almost fac- 
tually, with only here and there a touch 


of pathos. The task of Will Rogers 


Jnr. in playing the part of his. father 
is made easy by the fact that he looks, 
speaks, and whimsies exactly as the elder 
Rogers did. Jane Wyman is a self-effacing 
Mrs.. Rogers, and there are brief. appear- 
ances by Eddie Cantor, Al Jolson; and 
Fannie Brice. 

Scaramouche (Empire, Leicester Square) 
is a fine remake in Technicolor by Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer, of Sabatini’s famous 
romance of the days that preceded the 
French Revolution. Once again Holly- 
wood shows how we in this country 
underestimated the talent of Stewart 
Granger; they have here utilised his 
dashing style with brilliant effect as the 
roving champion of the right, bent on 
vanquishing a mortal enemy whom he 
discovers to be his own brother, The 
two principal women in his life, the 
fragile, somewhat simpering Janet Leigh. 
and the brash, ardent Eleanor Parker, 


is The Brave Don’t Cry, which 


are skilfully manceuvred between the 
bouts of swordplay. The final duelling 
scene furnishes one of the most exciting 
spectacles of its kind seen for a long 
time. 

Dreamboat (Odeon, Marble Arch) is 
a shrewd, deft, and biting satire on a 
current problem: the crudities of Ameri- 
can sponsored television, 
Webb and Ginger Rogers as two former 
stars of the silent days whose early films 
have been dug out of the vaults to be 
exhibited over the T.V. networks. Miss 
Rogers, who has not had a_ bad time 
waiting for her “ break,” believes that 
the reshowing will do her some good: 
but Mr. Webb. who has become a suc- 
cessful professor of the English language 
at a local university, has decided views 
on the matter. This is a_ refreshingly 
different picture,

HEBREW SEMINAR’S LAST DAYS 
Pupils’ Eagerness for Jewish Learning 


From a Correspondent 


‘Last week-end saw the climax of 
the three-week Hebrew seminar 
arranged by the Education and Cul- 
ture Department of the Jewish Agency 
at Carmel College, Newbury, Berk- 
shire. This was the 12th Hebrew 
seminar to be held in England. 

As happened .Jast year, Dr. E. Z. 
Melamed, a member of the staff of 
the Hebrew Teachers’ College in 
Jerusalem, and Mr. E. Ben Menachem, 
headmaster of the Jerusalem Religious 
Grammar School, Maaseh, gathered 
round them an eager band of pupils 
of both sexes, of all ages and of every 
degree of Hebrew knowledge. 

Among the younger teachers were Mr. 
Zvi Kaplan and Miss Chaya Kaufmann, 
also from Israel. Chaya Kaufmann (who 
spoke. on Bialik at an earlier semi- 
nar at Brighton) lectured on the modern 
Hebrew poets and writers. 

On Saturday Mr. Schlomo Auerbach, 
the Hebrew writer and critic, spoke about 


~Sholem Aleichem, and described the hfe 


and times of this classic writer. Sholem 
Aleichem is a master of the Yiddish short 
story, of which “The Adventures. of 
‘uvia.”’ are particularly famous. These 
tales have been translated into Hebrew 
by I. D. Berkowitz, the author’s son-in-

Guests who visited the seminar on 
Sunday and attended the lectures were 
the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Sir Leon and 
Lady Simon, and Dr. and Mrs. George 
Webber. They were welcomed at a 
luncheon by Mr. Levi Gertner, the Direc- 
tor of the seminar, who presided. Mr. 
Gertner has established the Hebrew semi- 
nar in England as a permanent institution. 

The Rev. J, K. Goldbloom, Chairman 
of the Advisory Council of the Education 
Department of the Jewish Agency, 
expressed satisfaction at the progress of 
the Hebrew movement in England. He 
added thats the perils through which 
Israel was passing were economic ;_ the 
Galut, on the other hand, was in need 
of spiritual revival. He appealed to 
teachers to strengthen, by means of the 
Hebrew language, the spiritual link with 
Israel. 

Sir Leon Simon, C.B., speaking of the 
future of the Galut, said that everywhere 
the. Jew possessed the chefetz kiyyum— 


the will to live and survive as a Jew. 
The real question was: what would 
the character of the Galut become? 


- Their attachment to Hebrew and Tarbut 


was the first step towards assuring that 
future. 


Asset to Anglo-Jewry 
The Rev. bk. Levy (Hon. Secretary of 


the Education Department), who, with his- 


wife and elder son, had attended the 
lectures for ten days, spoke of the inspira- 
tion he. had derived from each of the 
teachers individually. He was convinced, 
he said, of the intellectual and social 
value of the seminar as an institution in 


Anglo-Jewry. 

Dr. George. Webber — likened — the 
seminar to the small island in. Bialik’s 
Megillat: Haesh,” where the fire from 
the altar was preserved. Here and in 
Isracl the future depended upon the 
‘teachers. 

Among those who had been attending 
the. seminar were Mr.. Isidore Wartski 
(Lecturer Modern Hebrew at the 
School ‘of Oriental and African Studies) 
and Mrs. Wartski: Dr. Chaim. Rabin 


(Lecturer in Post-Biblical Hebrew at the. 


University of Oxford), who was one of 
the teachers; the Rev. A, Rose and Mrs. 


Rose (who are regular participants); and — 


the Rev. B. Baum. | 
Mr. H, Sabel (Director of Patwa) spoke 
about settlement: in Israel.

SENATOR NIXON’S 
DENTAL 
“Not Antisemitic ”

DENVER 

Senator Richard Nixon, Republican 
candidate for the Vice-Presidency, has 
strongly denied rumours, purported to 
have been spread by Communists, that 
he is an antisemite. 

The Senator said here that he had 
always supported Jewish causes, includ- 
ing Israel, and that he had staked his 
political career during the 
elections in California by opposing the 
nominee of Gerald K. Smith, the 
notorious antisemite, for Congress.

PROPOSED

JERUSALEM 

The third reading of the new Income 
Tax Law, introduced some months ago 
began in the. Knesset on Wednesday 
Its main provisions are. an increase ip 
the general. rates taxation, 
it provides: for a much: wider range of 
exceptions and exemptions —especially 
where kibbutzim are concerned. 

One measure which was passed 
Wednesday. night was for a. levy 
capital profits at a flat rate of 25 pe 
cent. Immovable property and personal 
effects are exempted from the tax, but 
tax will have to be paid on profit gained 
from. the sale of any other. possesssons, 
including motor vehicles and household 
effects. 

In the original version introduced ) 
the late Minister of Finance. Mr. Eltezer 
Kaplan. immovable — property. was 
included. Approved enterprises by th 
Government Investment Centre will abo 
be exempt from this tax. while sales o 
securities will be subject to the discretion 
of the Knesset Finance Committee
